announced his candidacy in the 
last election, an unknown person 
fired a charge of buckshot into 
the sign at the store.

The plaintiff asked for a hear- 


ing within five days. 
The MacMillan corporation claim- 


ed that before the order was Is- 
sued it had made certain 
con- 
tracts to sell oil which could not 
tie carried out under the restrict- 
ed production prescribed by the 
railroad commission. 


The 
plaintiff 
corporation 
said 


it had two wells from which it 
had been marketing 
15,000 bar- 
rels daily but the commission had 
cut the allowable to 1,455 barrels. 


The plaintiff stated A. B. Cap- 


ers purported to be an umpire 
for the railroad commission but 
as a matter of fact had no of- 
ficial 
status and 
was 
an em- 


jploye of certain major oil com- 
panies which paid his salary.

pany for sale of 200,000 barrels 
within sixty days; with James B.

approximately $1,700,000 


under the recommendation of the 
appropriation committee. 
All ap- 


propriations for buildings, except

Building appropriations elim- 
inated totalled approximately 
$1,- 


000,000 and salary reductions ap- 
proximately $650,000.

AUSTIN. May 9.—(IP)—The sen- 
ate today passed 
a bill 
which 


would require county commission- 
ers and city officials to call for 
competitive bids on building proj- 
ects where expenditures were in 
excess of $2,000. 


The bill would require an af- 


firmative vote of the people be- 
fore counties and cities could is- 
sue funding and refunding war- 
rants.

HURLEY'S PLANS 


is ONE MEANS"BY WHICH 


WAR DEPARTMENT TO 


SAVE MONEY 


2 WASHINGTON, May 11.—OT- 


r Abolition of some army posts and 
consolidations of others was Indi- 
cated by Secretary Hurley today 
as one of the methods whereby 
the army hopes to' effect econo- 
mies, without detriment to 
effi- 
ciency. 
'Remarking 
that the 
general 
staff already 'had made a study 
of isolated army posts and their 
effect on expenditures and mili- 


ktary efficiency, the secretary said 
51 such posts had been abandoned 
rjnce the World War. 
The study, he said, was not con- 
nected 
directly 
with 
President 
Hoover's Rapidan conference with 
any officers and war department 
heads. 


He declined to discuss in detail 
the results of the conference but 
asserted he could see "no pros- 
Dect for any cut in a rivers and 
harbors appropriation budget" as 
a part of army economies. The 
secretary indicated the economies 
would have to come from another 
direction. 


'•The expenditures of moneys to 
place routes for water-borne com- 
merce into the great grain re- 
gions has hecome a national pro- 
gram," the secretary said. 
In response to questions, he said 
.it was now the purpose to pursue 
a policy of removing military bud- 
gets from any connection with po- 
litical representation. 
The army was extremely anx- 
ious, he added, to co-operate with 
the president and secure value for 
"every dollar expended." 
Chairman Wood 
of the house 
appropriations committee, who also 
took part in the conferences, said 
the administrations' plan to curtail 
the next budget might well begin 
with abandonment of old army 
forts. 
Wood 
said 
drastic economies 
must be effected if insreased taxes 
were to be avoided.

R. Penn, chairman of the Texas 
central proration committee, de- 
scribed the discovery of the East 
Texas oil field as "the 
greatest 


economic catastrophe in the his- 
tory of the country," in address- 
ing the opening session today of 
the eighth annual convention of 
the National Oil Scouts' associa- 
tion. 
He estimated that as a result 


of East Texas oil developments, 
the oil industry now faced a loss 
of 
$960,000 
daily 
or 
?350,000,000 


during 1931, basing his statement 
on cuts in prices of crude oil 
which followed the beginning of 
production in the new area. 


Penn said the 
only economic 


calamity comparable to the East 
Texas oil development was 
the 


Chicago fire, in which the total 
loss was approximately $190,000,- 
000.The oil operator and proration 
chief attached no blame to citi- 
zens of East Texas, pointing out 
that any other new field in any 
other section of the country would 
have had the same effect on the 
industry as a whole and probably 
would have been opened in the 
same way under similar circum- 
stances. 


"At this rate," he said, "I doubt 


if the average barrel of oil will 
be brought to the surface and 
marketed for enough to pay the 
cost of production. The only hope 
is to control East Texas produc- 
tion to prevent it from destroy- 
ing itself and the entire oil In- 
dustry along with it." 


J. V. Adams of San Antonio, 


president of the association, de- 
clared the oil industry was fac- 
ing the geratest crisis in its his- 
tory. 


J. Ben Critz, vice president and 


general 
manager of the 
Dallas 


Chamber of Commerce, extended 
the association an invitation to 
make Dallas the permanent con- 
vention city of the association. 


John 
H. Langston of Dallas, 


now first vice-president, was be- 
ing discussed as the most likely 
candidate for president in the an-

Penn 
declared It would be a 


"mistake to point to East Texas 
and say It Is the cause of the 
oil industry's ills."

This statement 
of Judge Hardy's was met with 
rounds of applause from his lis- 
teners.Founded By Pure Blood. 


The speaker 
avered that the 


government was founded by the 
purest blood of the world, and 
that at present descendants of the 
settlers in the South outnumber 
those in the North three to one. 
"In the 
Revolutionary 
war, ' 


Judge Hardy went on, "we fought 
as individual states, and not as a 
unified nation, and our independ- 
ence from England was recogniz- 
ed to each state individually, and 
not as a nation. We fought tnen 
without the patriotic spirit of a 
Union, but solely under the mag- 
netic personality of Gen. George 
Washington." 
Further, the speak- 


er pointed out that Washington's 
pleas to the people as a union 
were futile, in raising funds, and 
that General Washington pledged 
his own material resources to EU.J- 
tain the army. Here Judge Har- 
dy gave a lengthy discussion 
of 


the articles of the constitution, 
and told how it was many years 
after the Revolutionary war be- 
rorc they were ratified by all of 
the 
original thirteen 
states, 
to 


become a union. It was in this 
connection that the speaker told 
of Gen. Robert E. Lee's love lor 
his nation, but us a result of his 
West Point training, pledged hio 
allegiance to his own state and 
the causes which it held 
dear, 


rather than to the United States. 


Here Judge Hardy told of an 


act he witnessed while making a 
speech in Elmira, N. Y., years ago. 
He said that at a memorial ser- 
vice there, graves of the North's 
heroes 
were 
decorated, 
and 


wreaths were also placed on sev- 
eral graves 
of Southern 
heroes. 


"We have the same policy here, 
and that is the spirit of union 
that I hope will be carried on," 
the speaker declared. 
''We have every, reason to be 


croud of our prowess on the bat- 
tle field, and the character of our 
sons of the South," Judge Hardy 
continued. In his subsesuent 
re- 


marks, the speaker paid high trib- 
ute to Jeff Davis, and said that 
there was never a more intelligent, 
cleaner or better man than 
the 


Northern leader. This he follow- 
ed with an eulogy to Robert 
E. 


Lee. "Lee was the biggest, great- 
est and truest man that ever liv- 
ed, and in that respect he and 
Davis were very similar." 


Further, 
he 
said 
concerning 


General Lee: "Robert E. Lee had 
a history of being a great man 
before the war; he loved all of 
the states as a whole dearly, but 
had been taught in West Point 
that a man's first duty is to hid 
own state." 
Here Judge Hardy 


pointed out that he hoped young 
people will realize that the South 
entered the war merely for the 
principles 
that 
were 


T 
believe 
that 
If 


involved, 
the slav- 


ery question has not been settled 
at that particular time, we even- 
tually would have freed the slaves 
of our own free will," he said. 


In 
his following 
statements, 


Judge Hardy asserted that desola- 
tion and ruin met the sons of the 
South upon their return, but did 
not dismay them, because they 
went right to work and changed 
it into a garden of prosperity. 


''The next war will not be one 


of gallantry, bravery, and heroism, 
like the Civil War was." Judge 
Hardy concluded, "but will be one 
of capitalism, chemistry and 
In- 
genuity. Let us hope thnt science 
will wipe out war. and let us re- 
place It with civilization of char- 
ncter, true to our forefathers' tra- 
ditions."
